president of the American .Philatelic 
association, and Frederick R. Cornwall 
once president of the association. ..The 
exhibition la beins held in the En- 
gineering Societies building. 25 West 
Ihirty-ntnth street, under the auspices 
oi the Association for Stamp Exhibi- 
tions. It is the first International tx- 
hibition ever held in this country and 
the exhibits are said to be worth more 
than $2.000,000.. 


The exhibition occupies three floors 


of the building-, and according to John 
A. Klemann, secretary of the associa- 
tion, the stamps being shown are the 
most valuable In the world. The prizes 
offered have attracted 300 exhibitors, 
who are showing about 275,000 stamps.

SALMON CHOPS THREATENED 


Tho department :oC 
commerce

much Intereste£vjn a report received 
from British Coiumb^fcreparding a ca- 
tastrophe which Wtffetallcn tho sal- 
mon in the Frasec\K-j»r. 
It appears 


that during- recent "blasting operations 
on the Canada Northern Railway large 
masses of rock were dislodged and fell 
Into one of the tributaries of tho Fraser 
river, completely blooKlng the stream, 
At that time the sockej^c salmon were 
ascending the river to spawn, 'and a 
body of fish, estimated to number not 
leas than 1,000,000, were Intercepted and 
all of them ultimately died before be- 
ing able to deposit their eggs 
This 


species of salmon Is very particular in 
the choice of Its spawning grounds and 
always selects Tor this purpose streams 
which arc the feeders of lakes. 


Great interest attaches to this mat- 


ter because of the very extensive fish- 
eries and canning plants in E'ugct.sound 
which are supported by the annual runs 
of spawning fish bound for the upper 
waters of the Fraser river.

The mothod by which these observers 


can locate a fire almost exactly is an- 
other interesting feature of the work. 
On a table hi Mie centre of" the ob- 
server's house In the tower. Is a round 
chart of his territory and on this, piv- 
oted In the exact centre, is a rod, 
which forms a diameter of the circular 
chart and which may be tnove<l to 
point In any direction.

13ome one said that he believed that

As 
in the majority of counterfeit cases 
tho BDuSodJoieces ore passed out fast 
and fUriougBfcor a few days and then 
those, who TOrfc been engineering the 
exchange of Vad mone^for good quit 
the city an£ leave forlstnthcr profit- 
able seat of exchange; :The. present 
period of time' in ^•hio.h'Sh'eso coins 
have been appearing h^sT^gen longer 
than the space of time ordinarily- used 
by the counterfeiters. 


The half-dollar pieces are very much 


lighter than the standard coin and can 
bo easily distinguished 
by 
casually 


lifting them. Otherwise the counter- 
feit coins appear to the eye to be 
regular U. S. mint money. In the casa 
of tho street car conductors' the face 
of the.coin is all that they have op- 
portunity to inspect owing to the fact 
that they • are busy changing money 
and takihs fares. 


Although having no bearing on the 


matter of counterfeit money Treasurer 
James jrahoney of Keith's theatre re- 
ceived a coin the other night jv'hlch'ia 
seldom seen in this country..

SAX FRANCISCO, Oct. 24.—Work on 


the buildings for the, Panama expo- 
sition is rushing at all points. 


The foundation lor tho million dol- 


lar auditorium, which Is to be erect- 
ed by the exposition on a site present- 
ed by the city in the .new civic centre, 
has bee-n laid and the great building 
will be fully completed by the begin- 
ning of the exposition year. The au- 
ditorium will be used In 1515 for the 
meetings of conventions and congress 
es, held und£r the auspices of the ex- 
position. Festival hall Is another large 
hall to be built for the same purpose 
in the exposition grounds adjacent to 
the palace of Horticulture. 


Yet another distinctive building will 


be the California building, plans 
for 


which have been approved. 
Built fn 


the old mission style of architecture, 
the California building will bo one ol 
the most Imposing- of all the struc- 
tures In the central portion of the 
exposition. 
Preparations arc alread> 


being made for the gardens that aro 
to surround the building-. 
Inside the 


; courtyards hedges of clipped cypresses 
; will be left standing and great care 
is being taken of these remnants o; 


I the days when the Harbor View baths, 


I the site of the California building, was 
a. favorite resort. 


Sound Piece of Work 


One of the- quickest and soundest 


pieces of work that has been done dur- 
ing the constuctton period has been 
the building of tho yacht harbor and 
freight ferry slips. The landing places 
are not merely temporary erections. 
They will be turned over to the clt> 
at the close o£ the exposition and wil 
be valuable additions to San Francis- 
co's docking faculties. 
From the fer- 


j ry slips at the foot of Buchanan street, 
the exposition's own railroad tracks ex 
lend all through a large part of thi 
grounds. 
The tracks are of standard 


gauge and, with their busy loads speed 
<ng from different parts of the grounds 
they have been the means of expedit- 
ing the work considerably. When the. 
exhibit palaces arc completed, the. rail 
roads will be used for conveying dis- 
plays, unloaded at the ferry slips, to 
their places In the exhibit halls. 


In tho western section'of the expo 


sition site, great progress is also being 
made. In the farthest quarter of the 
grounds a race track has been laid and 
all 
preparations 
completed for the 


construction of the live stock fixhinl' 
buildings. 
Between that part of th< 


central group, a beginning has been 
made upon tho construction of som 
of-Mho, foreign and state pavilions and ] 
hundreds of men aro employed in the j 
eastern section of the site where some 
of the biggest amusement concessions 
arc. taking -form! 


Other'phases of the. work are not so 


evident to the, passerby, but the pros- 
le&S'h'as been just as remarkable. The 
landscape gardening and the making 
of statuary for the 'decoration of the 
grounds arc two of the departments 
that have made groat ^strides of prog- 
ress.

The mortality figures recently pub- 


lished by the census bureau bave been 
Interpreted in some quarters to prove 
that a man. Is past his. prime at 49 
years, says the* New York Times. 


A careful examination of the figures 


themselves shows that this conclusion 
Is utterly unwarranted. . The specific 
death rates, corrected for age and sex, 
Indicate that, In 1911, 14.5 persons died 
among1 every thousand males between 
the ages of 35 and 44, while the death 
rale for women o f - t h e same ace was 
only 10. Betwc'eii Iho ag.es o£ 45 and 
SI the specific death rate was 23.3 for 
every thousand men and 16.2 for every 
thousand women. 
Certain 
alarmists 


have 
added 
together 
these 
specific 


dea'h rates In the, attempt to show that 
tho mortality between the ages of 35 
.and 54 is 63 per thousand of popula- 
tion. Statisticians know very well that 
specific rates cannot be added In this 
way and conclusions based 
on

ignorant 
manipulation, ot 


govern men t figures need occasion no 


anxlety. 


What the government 
report 
does 


show Is that the mortality 
curve 
for 


the United States is not essentially dif- 
ferent rrom that, traced 
in 
foreign 


countries. This curve approximates tho 
form of the letter J. The base of the 
letter represents tile 
most 'vigorous 


years of life,-, from 10 to 35, when tha 
mortality is lowest.' The numerous dis- 
eases of infancy cause the- curve to" 
climb upward a little way on the left 
side, while the approach of 
old' age 


causes the rlt;ht side of the letter 10 
mount steadily and almost -• vertically 
upward, until the highest mortality is 
reached at 75 years and over. Such a. 
curve Is common to all countries, and 
the fact that the mortality increases 
between 35 and 50 years does not war- 
rant alarming inferences about the so- 
called Osier dictum. The erroneous In- 
terpretations recently published havo 
been emphatically denied by the census 
bureau. They 
are 
entirely 
without 


foundation and they show a woeful Ig- 
norance 01 the true nature arid mean- 
ing of the tigures contained in tho gov- 
ernment's 
report.

Inspector .Marston testi- 
fied that he entered the defendant's 
store last Monday morning and asked 
for a pound of tub butter. The butter, 
he said, was taken from a tub by the 
defendant's wife and brought out and 
weighed on the store scales. Tho pack- 
age, paper and butter together, did not 
weigh 16 ounces, he testified. 


Later, he said, the defendant himself 


announced that

sold butter 
and 


weighed 
the 
paper 
in finding the 


weight, of 
the 
purchase. 
This is 


against the law governing retail mer- 
chants weighing, as the. law distinctly 
states that the weight for which the 
customer pays shall be net weight.

to that of a marksman sighting an ob- 
ject with a ride. Ily getting It in line 
with -the needle and his eye, he has 
established a direct line between him- 
self and the fire. This is called "lining 
a (ire." 
This Is only one-half of the 


work. for though ho has located the 
fire on a line from himself and cnn e 
tabllsh that lino on a marked chart on 
which the degrees are graded for this 
purpose, nevertheless, ho cannot tell 
yet Just what distance there la between 
his station and the fire on tho line 
which he has established. Consequent- 
ly his next step is to find from the 
map some other lower not on the same 
line between himself and the fire and 
ho calls the observer of that lower bv 
telephone. lie asks If the observer<see 
the fire, and on the latter's atfirmatlve 
answer, he requests him to "line it out" 
for him. 
This Is done by the second 


observer Just as by the first, and the 
former gives the latter the line of the 
ftro from his station.

advantage of all. 


The object of obtaining- tcnuro is-to 


protect teachers from the hardship of 
unjust discharge, to save any pension 
rights which Ihey have acquired, to in- 
crease the efficiency of the schools, and. 
to establish the right of school com- 
mittees and teachers lo 
make con- 
Iracts. 


At present all leachersr in Massachu- 


setts uerve at the pleasure of the school 
committee, the annual contract beiny 
only a fiscal- document- which carries 
no guarantee of tenure, and 
the so- 


called tenure which has been adopted 
under local regulations is nol a real 
tenure at all but simply a suspension 
of the annual elections. 


Tlie law 
governing 
dismissal Is 


brief, to the poinl, and as follows: "The 
school committee may dismiss ar.y 
teacher from employment, aud he shall 
receive no compensation 
for services 


rendered after such dismissal.'1. . From 
the lieviscd Laws, Chapter 43. Section 
31. 


It will bo seen that this law gives 


no protection against summary dis- 
missal and no redress if Injustice' Is 
done. 
Tn consequence we sometimes 


Fee teachers removed for political rea- 
sons'on ex-parte evidence. They may 
be tried In secret, -condemned- in - pub- 
lic, humiliated and ruined and there is 
no method by which they can vindicate 
themselves. 
The uncertainty of-thelr 
positions, their liability to become the 
victims of partisan or sinister politics 
causes an added burden of worry and 
reduces.their efficiency. 
Their uncer- 


tain tenure also causes some persons 
who would make excellent teachers, to 
use teaching only as a stepping stone 
to other professions or • to business— 
Ihe late-Phillips Brooks being an ex- 
ample, of a man who changed his mind 
about teaching.. -

Roads Are Entitled to Charge for f 


Increase in Value of Their Right 1i 


of Way Up to Certain Limit 


WASHINGTON. 
Oct. 
31.—Railroad 


corporations in making rates wre en- 
titled lo charge for an increase in the 
value of their right of way only up 
to ;i certain limit. George A. Henshaw, 
a member of the Oklahoma corporation 
commission, declared yesterday in an 
address before the National Associa- 
tion of Railway Commissioners. 


Mr. Hcnshaw was discussing the ele- 


ments of appreciation in railroad val- 
uations in connection with ascertain- 
ing such valuations for rate making 
purposes. lie held that the increased 
value of real estate in terminals, right 
of way, etc., was largely due to the 
railroad's location, which 
originally 


belonged to the public,""and that there 
.was "great force to the inquiry wheth- 
er trie public should net share in their 
increase."
